A witness, hereinafter W-2, was interviewed by your affiant. W-2 stated that on May 14 201 1 , less than an hour I befc m : the 
decedent was shot, several male individuals were drinking in the parking lot in the rear of the apartments in the 3800 b ock 
of Haves Street, NE, Washington, DC. W-2 stated that amongst the individuals IT observed was an individual known to IT 
as Barbershop. W-2 was shown the video surveillance depicting the shooting of the decedent. W-2 stated that the shooter 
appears to be Barbershop based on the clothing. W-2 was shown a nine-photo array which included a picture of Andrew 
W. Williams, PDID: 560-069. Upon viewing the array, W-2 stated that IT was not sure. 

Another witness, hereinafter W-3, was interviewed. W-3 stated that several male individuals were drinking in the parking 
lot in the rear of the apartments in the 3800 block of Hayes Street, NE, Washington, DC. W-3 stated mat amongst the 
individuals confronted was a black male wearing a grey hooded jacket. W-3 was shown the video surveillance of the 
shooting. W-3 stated that the shooter appears to be the same male IT observed rearing a grey hooded jacket. W-3 was 
shown a nine-picture array which included a photograph of Andrew W. Wi 1 ams, PDID: 560-069. Upon viewing the an*y, 
W-3 pointed to several pictures, including that of Andrew W. Williams. W-3 stated that IT recognized each person from 
the area, but none of the individuals selected was the person IT observed wearing the grey hooded jacket. 

A fourth witness, hereinafter referred to as W-4, was also interviewed in reference to this investigation W-4 "P"^* 
on Saturday May 14, 201 1, IT was in the 3800 block of Hayes Street NE when IT observed a person IT knows as Drew 
come in contact with security guards in a parking lot. Drew was wearing a grey hooded jacket. According to W-4, the 
decedent was also in the area, but not involved in the contact with the security guards. Following the contact with the 
^XETmA others walked to the playground area located in the 3700 block of Jay Street, NE, Washington, 
DC According to W-4, Drew was visibly upset due to the security guards confronting him and the others. W-4 heard 
Drew talk about shooting at the security guards. W-4 observed the decedent trying to talk Drew ou1 . o shooting ■ * *• 
euards W-4 stated that IT observed Drew with a small 9mm handgun in his waistband. W-4 didn t observe any other 
person with armed with a handgun at that time. At the time W-4 provided this information, W-4 was incarcerated and 
pending a criminal case. 

W-4 was shown a single confirmation photo, which IT positively identified as Drew, someone IT has known longer than a 
year. 

During the scene investigation, two 9mm shell casings were recovered from the area where the decedent's body was found. 

Based on the aforementioned facts, and information the affiant respectfully request that DC Superior Court arrest warrant 
be issued for Andrew W. Williams, PDID: 560-069.
